A. Aita and the San Antonio 
Community hospital staff, the in- 
stitution today is producing the 
rare and valuable life-restoring 
drug. 

“Within a short time we hope 
to have enough penicillin to serve 
every needed case irrespective of 
a patient’s financial status,” em- 
phatically. predicted Dr. Aita, as 
he displayed a container of the 
precious medicine. 

Penicillin is the latest product 
of the medical world and only 4 
few institutions in the nation are 
equipped to develop the growth 
that produces the miracle medi- 
cine. ‘ 

AIDS CRITICALLY ILL 

Persons suffering with blood 
stream infections, pneumonia and 
meningitis will be particularly 
benefited, according to Dr.. Aita, 
who for weeks has been working 
on the long and arduous task of 
growing a mold and extracting 
the liquid and preserving it for 
use. — 

The process of growing the 
seed, developing the mould and 
extracting the penicillin is high-) 
ly technical and the most exact- 
ing conditions must. be observed. 
The hospital undertook this major 
step in producing the highly, pub- 
licized and widely heralded drug 
in keeping with its policy of of- 
fering residénts. of this area the 
best .possible. service and facil-! 
ities. j " 

For several months Dr. Aita, 
ably and enthusiastically support- 
ed by the hospital board and staff, 
has been preparing to produce 
penicillin. Only a small portion 
of the drug is now on hand, but 


- within a few months a large sup- 


DR. AITA SPEAKS 

Dr. Aita gave the first an- 
nouncement of the new hospital 
development at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the hospital auxiliary. He 
told of the production methods 
and of its marvelous benefits with 
patients whose condition had prev- 
iously, baffled the medical leaders. 

Treatment is given by injecting 
a small particle of the drug into 
the patient’s muscles or veins. 

Penicillin is administered only 
when sulfa drugs and other medi- 
cines have no effect, it was point- 
ed out. 
; Leaders in the medical world 
recently hailed the discovery of 
penicillin, but its production was 
limited because of the wartime re- 
strictions in obtaining valuable 
and highly ‘specialized equipment. 
Penicillin seed for plant growth 
is controlled by the government. 
Dr. Aita and his staff, ever alert 
to accepting new opportunities, 
decided to obtain the equipment 
and to learn, through the guid- 
pace of others, how to produce the 
modern drug.

will start paying an increase in 
some federal taxes. A number of 
current federal taxes have been 
increased, one new tax will be 
collected, and various limitations 
imposed on others. 

Under the 1944 revenue act, 
which was recently passed by 
Congress’ over presidential veto, 
a new tax of 20 per cent of the 
retail sales prices of all luggage 
will go into effect. Also on April 
1, the new rate of 20 per cent will 
apply to the retail sales price of 
jewelry, furs, and cosmetics. The 
present rate for these articles is 
10 per cent. Two articles of jew- 
elry, watches selling at retail up 
to $65, and alarm clocks up 


Silver-plated flatware..sold on or 
after April 1, will be non-taxable. 

Admissions to places of amuse- 
ment will be taxed at the rate of 
one cent for each five .cents of 
admission charge or major frac- 
tion thereof. The present rate is 
one cent for each ten cents or 
fraction. 

One of the most noticeable in- 
creases is the tax on the price of 
admission or the charge for ser- 
vice of food or drinks in cabarets, 
roof gardens, night clubs, and 
similar places of entertainment. 
This tax will be increased on April 
1 to 30 per cent. The present rate 
is 5 per cent. 

The new rate which will apply 
on or after April 1 to the sale of 
tickets outside a box office, such 
as are sold at increased prices by 
theater brokers, will be 20 per 
cent. Present rate is 11 per cent, 

Dues, initiation fees, and mem- 
bership fees in clubs or societies 
will increase from 11 percent to 

A new rate. of 45, per -cent..on 
the cost of tickets for railroad, 


bus, airplane or steamship‘ travel j 


will also be effective April 1. The; 
present rate is 10 per cént. On 
the same date electric light bulbs, 
and tubing for illumination will; 
be subject to a tax of 20 per cent.

New tax on liquor, wines and 
beer will also go into effect on 
this date. The new rates applic- 
able to telephone service, cables, 
radio messages and leased wire 
will not go into effect until May 
1.

City Employe, C. A. Mitchell, 
Has Long Record of Service 


Twenty-one years as a faithful 
city employe is the recor C. A. 
Mitchell, 66214 North First ave- 
nue, will chalk up this fall. He 
has the distinction of being the 
city’s veteran employe. 

A native of Carpenter, Ill., Mr. 
Mitchell began his work here in 
1923. Prior to that time the city 
had no organized collection ser- 
vice of trash and garbage. 

“When the service was started 
for this city, I had a truck and 
six barrels. The garbage and 
trash was collected and then 
burned. Today, all garbage is 
sold under contract agreement to 
Mrs. Marie Hayden. ‘It is regu. 
larly hauled to her ranch, where 
it is taken care of,» Mr. Mitchell 
explained. 


FEW COMPLAINTS 


The day starts for Mr. Mitchell 
and his assistant, Amos Wenger, | 
at seven o'clock in the morning. 
It's hard work and heavy work 
and not what Mr. Mitchell terms 
a “pleasant occupation”, but in 
many ways it is an interesting 
one and in Mr. Mitchell's long ser- 
vice record there have been few 
complaints and many praises from 
local residents who are quick to 
testify that the service has been 
a boon to Upland and the homes 
within the city boundaries. 

If you were a passenger on the 
truck Mr. Mitchell drives you 
might observe the following: 

Right now it is the spring of 
the year, and the bulk of collec- 
tions are twigs and debris from 
yards that residents strive to put 
into ship-shape with the coming 
of this season. 

We recalled how we, as young- 


sters, often saw piles of old shoes 
én the city dump. If you went 
with Mr. Mitchell on one of his 
calls, you would find very few 
shoes in the trash container. 

“Ten years ago discarded shoes 
were many, a great number of 
them were thrown away that were 
scarcely worn and others which 
could have easily been repaired 
and ‘salvaged. Today, there are 
few’ shoes discarded, and those 
which do make the trash basket 
are really worn out,” Mr. Mitchell 
chuckled. 

NO MEAT SCRAPS 

“Food scraps, too, represent a 

great changeg from a few years 


ago. No longer do meat scraps 
grace the average housewife’s 
garbage. 


“Garbage is heaviest, of course, 
when the fruit season comes on 
and Upland home-makers are; 
busily engaged in canning. Then 
the collections are twice as heavy,” 
Mr. Mitchell observed. 

The trusty, if slightly cantank- 
erous machine steed Mr. Mitchell 
drives is a ton and a half truck 
purchased by the city in 1931. 

“About five to six tons of garb- 
age are collected each week from 
the 600 homes that subscribe to 
the pick-up service, and its care- 
ful disposal is a big improvement 
in the manner in which it was 
formerly handled,” he added. 

Failing to pick up trash on the 
specified days, careless handling, 
trampling of flowers, and other 
complaints one customarily hears 
‘about other city street depart- 
ment, employes are certainly not 
true of Mr. Mitchell, whose long 
record of service speaks for it- 
self.
